Mr. Taft showed his policy toward the farmers 
and producers of the country in his Canadian reciproc­ 
ity bill, in which lie sought to take the tariff off the arti­ 
cles which the farmers raise, and to maintain the tariff 
on the articles manufactured by huge, monopolistic 
concerns. Taft wanted to admit all raw products free, 
while all manufactured products were to he highly 
dutiable. This, in brief, was his policy—a policy which 
would throw the farmer and producer at the mercy of 
outside competition which the manufacturing monopo­ 
lists would retain even greater protection than they 
now enjoy. 
Theodore Roosevelt condemned Taft’s policy. He 
stood for the protection of Americans who produce 
from the soil. His tariff policy is that of the progres­ 
sives in general—a duty sufficient to cover the differ­ 
ence in cost of producing and marketing as between 
domestic and‘foreign products. Mr. Roosevelt believes 
in scientific revision of the tariff, whenever it is re­ 
vised, the difference in cost at home and abroad to be 
the basis.

•‘Starting a month ago on a tour 
of the principal markets of the coun­ 
try, with New York 
his

point, H. R. Llpman, 
of Rosenberg 
Bros. & Co., of San Francisco, has 
arrived here in a 
most 
optimistic 
frame of mind as a result of what 
he picked up on his travels with ref­ 
erence to trade conditions. 
“ As to future prunes it is rather 
early yet to say with any approach 
to definiteness what the crop will be, 
but the chances are rather against 
another big crop, 
as 
the 
records 
show that there have 
rarely 
been 
two large crops in succession. 
“ ‘There have been 
quite 
heavy 
sales of 1912 peaches owing to the 
reasonable opening prices, and job­ 
bers all over the country have seem­ 
ed to feel that there will be a large 
outlet for goods bought now during 
the year. 
Many 
of 
them, 
while 
agreeing that prices are low are still 
inclined to withhold 
orders, 
prefer­ 
ring to await developments. 
“ ‘Opening prices 
on 
new 
crop 
apricots have 
not 
been 
generally 
named for the reason that this is 
one of the most uncertain crops, the 
fruit being more susceptible to light 
frosts than any of the other varieties. 
The danger of frost visitations is by 
no means yet passed 
in California 
and it will be two or three weeks yet 
before the crop wrill be 
relieved of 
the possibility of damage from" this 
cause. 
Even in the best of weather 
there is always the possibility of a 
decided change in temperature over 
night. 
At present the outlook is fa­ 
vorable for a good crop 
of apricots, 
though in some sections the set on 
the trees is light. 
The 
backward­ 
ness of the packers in naming prices 
on this fruit is attributable 
to the 
uncertainties of the crop 
situation, 
based on the probability 
of 
frost. 
Such prices on future 
apricots 
as 
have been talked of are quite a lit­ 
tle lower than those of last season.’ ” 
Mr. Llpman was

timistic in his view respecting the 
probability of clearing up old stocks 
before the new season for arrivals 
opens.

have actually less

they will 
need to satisfy normal requirem ents 
for the balance of the season. 
“ ‘If the demand from now on to 
August is only normal,’ 
said 
Mr. 
Lipman, ‘it requires no prophet 
to 
predict a close clean up of practical­ 
ly everything in the dried fruit line. 
“ ‘As far 
as 
spot 
prunes 
aud 
peaches are concerned,’ he continu­ 
ed, ‘a normal demand would undoubt­ 
edly bring about a decided advance 
over present market values.’ 
“Asked why he took such an op­ 
tim istic view of business in the in­ 
terior, Mr. Lipman said 
that crop 
conditions throughout the great ag­ 
ricultural states were 
never better. 
The W estern jobbers especially are
